The Louisiana-Nevada Transit com-

Arkansas-Louisiana Gas company to 
Hope and Okay. 


The Louisiana-Nevada company pro- 


poses to build a line from the Cotton 
Valley field in northern Louisiana to 
serve three industrial consumers. The 
Arkansas-Louisiana company, which 
for many years has serviced 50-odd 
cities and 'XI isolated industrial plants 
in Arkansas, has a 20-inch pipeline 
from the Waskom and Monroe fields in 
the .same area. 


The new company will challenge the 


exclusive right of the Arkansas-Louisi- 
ana unit of Cities Service Company to 
sell gas in its established territory. The 
Utililics Commission's records reveal 
il has always protected such territory 
from encroachment or duplication of 
services. 


Rale Question Involved 


Whether the LmiisiruiaNevada ap- 


plication will be granted will depend 
to so'me extent, authorities agreed, on 
whether rates of the Arkansas-Louisi- 
ana company can be justified. Regu- 
latory bodies of other states have held 
a utility aulomalically forfeits its'right 
to protection when its rates arc doom- 
ed excessive.

fidelity nnd divorce, with a general 
lowering of standards 
in 
relations 


between the sexes—these and many 
other things have been very acute 
problems in recent years.

In Ihe long run it is this type of 
leader who most truly represents the 
people and who becomes established 
men of honor have not been the 
tricksters and the corrupt and self- 
seeking politicians, but the men who 
showed some allegiance to higher ideal 
of sUitesmanship and service.

of 1939 the bank said:

movement in the spring, trends have 
been upward both in industry and 
trade. While ordering of commodities 
continued chiefly on a necessity basis, 
steadily declining inventories have 
necessitated a large volume of cur- 
rent buying to accommodate actual 
needs of merchants, manufacturers 
and ultimate consumers." 


Department store sales were 12.5 per 


cent lower than in May but 8.4 per 
cent greater than in June a year ago.

couraging. There were indications of 
a "moderate increase" in production 
of tobacco over 1938. Outlook for the 
corn crop was the most favorable in 
years. 


There were 23 commercial failures 


in June, according to Dun and Brad-

N. Graves of the Game and Fish Com- 
mission announced Thursday night the 
.state's second fish hatchery would be 
established on Ihe south shore of Lake 
Hamilton in Garlrmd county. 


The state now operates one of the 


world's largest hatcheries at Lonokc. 
Graves said the hatchery south of 
Hot Springs ultimately would be two- 
thirds the si/.e of the Lonoke plant and 
one of the most modern fish propoga- 
tion plants.
